Alcoholic drinks, when taken iii quantity, always i J,s1( 
produce noticeable dullness and stupor, varying with different 
persons. rl here are some who feel drowsy and numb after a sin­ 
gle drink of whisky. In all cases, so scientific observers find, the 
senses are dulled and physical and mental control deadened far 
more quickly, or with far less alcohol, than most persons realize. 
If alcohol has any stimulating, exhilarating or energizing effect, 
it is only in very small quantity. 
This is a fact which ought to be more generally known. De­ 
pressants, taken in overdoses, put the heart out of business and 
often cause death.
